An attempt to set fire 
to "Dave’s" bath house at 
TOO Broadway at 10:00am 
on Feb. 24 failed. 
"Dave's" is essentially fire 
resistant, according to the 
owners. 

A towel soaked in what 
seemed to be lighter fluid 
was tossed onto a pile of 
pillov/s in an upstairs 
area, owner Pex Allen 
reported. But, as he 

F ointed out, everything is 
ire proof -the pillows, 
the carpet - even the 
walls are concrete. The 
walls that are not are at 
least fire proof sheet 


rock. Overbtead, Allen 
noted, there are sprinkler 
heads and there are fire 
extinguishers heindy. 

Allen was rather proud 
of the fact that the bath 
house is well protected, 
and that no one was hurt. 
"The fire w^as out in 
seconds," he said; "it 
smothered itself." 

There were 16 people in 
the bath house at the 
time. It was controlled so 
fast few knew what had 
happened. 

When asked about the 
recent fires in bath houses 
- the Pitch St. fire v'hich 
was also at 10:00am and 
the burning of the "Bar¬ 
racks" - Allen admitted he 
thought of a possible con¬ 
nection but stated that he 
had no evidence or reason 
to suspect a (connection, 
other than the closeness 
of the occurrences.

fires: they burned; his 

bath house did not! "I 
think patrons should keep 
that in mind when visiting 
a bath house," Allen saio, 
in the hope that his busi¬ 
ness would attract more 
customers because, as he 
points out, "We are safer!"

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Setback in Indiana: 

SAME-SEX DANCING 
PROHIBITED

To prohibit persons of 
the same sex from touch¬ 
ing while dcmcing in a 
disco-bar in Bloomington, 
Indiana, did not violate 
the newly enacted Gay 
rights orainance, accord¬ 
ing to a ruling handed 
down by the Bloomington 
Human Rights Commis¬ 
sion. 

The decision, which 
passed 5 to 1, was the 
first test of the contro¬ 
versial amendment to the 
Human Rights Ordinance 
which became law in 
December 1975, which 
was intended to assure 




"serve as a discourag^e- 
ment to members of the 
homosexual persuasion." 

Commissioner Eagleson 
did not buy the reasoning 
of the five commissioners 
who found for the opera¬ 
tors of the disco-bar and 
pointed out that the oper¬ 
ators called the complain- 
cmts "faggots" and used 
the term "your kind" in 
ordering them to stop 
damcing. "I very strongly 
dissent amd separate my¬ 
self from the opinion of 
the majority and I 
strongly regret that my 
dissent has no effect on 
insuring the rights of 
these complainants," 

Eagleson went on. 

The Pride Foundation 
has been following the 
case and has plans to 
assist the complainants, 
one of whom now lives in 
Sam Francisco. 

The thrust of the disco- 
bau* owners' arguments is 
that to require them to 
"not discriminate" would 
be violating their consti¬ 
tutional rights. They 
claimed the right to dis¬ 
criminate, but the com¬ 
mission's decision actually 
turned on a strange twist 
of logic.

Eagleson, noted that the 
reirtrictions on same-sex 
dancing and touching had

Adverse Ruling 
in Arkansas 

Little Rock - Homosexual 
acts committed in a city 
jail can be prosecuted 
under Arkansas law, the 
state Supreme Court ruled 
here Jan. 17. 

The case, appealed to 
the high court by the 
state, involved James R. 
Black, who allegedly com¬ 
mitted a homosexual act 
with another imidentified 
prisoner in the drimk tank 
of Little Rock's City Jail. 
The Court said the act 
constituted "public sexual 
indecency." 

Whether or not the 
drimk tcmk was a public 
place was the crux of the 
case. Circuit Judge 
William J. Kirby of Little 
Rock ruled the drunk tamk 
was not a public place and 
Black was not guilty of 
the charge. 

Chief Justice Carleton 
Harris, however, took a 
different view. "He 
(Black) could easily have 
been observed," reasoned 


the judge when adding 
that tours of the jail 
facility are conducted by 
the department. He also 
said it qu 2 ilified as a 
public place under 
Arkansas statutes because 
of the memy people using 
the jailj including prison¬ 
ers, jail employees and 
families and friends of in¬ 
mates. 

Under the state's new 
criminal code, a public 

{ )lace is defined as a "pub- 
icly or privately owned 
place to which the public 
or substemtial numbers of 
people have access." 

Harris noted jails in 
Texas and Maryland have 
been ruled as "public 
places."

The Two Races For Mayor 
- Already!

George Moscone has 
been mayor for just over 
one year with three years 
to go. In most cities that 
womd mean general in¬ 
action and slight jockey¬ 
ing for the next race. But 
then, San Francisco is not 
most cities. 

Up until last week there 
was one script: who will 
be who in three years 
But then, Supervisor John 
Barbagelata introduced 
Script n and off we go. 

THE BACKGROUND 

All this talk about the 
mayoral race would never 
have surfaced if George 
Moscone had turned out to 
be a strong mayor; or if 
he had lived \ip to his 
many promises; or if he 
had not turned his back on 
those who put him into 
office. (I travel around 
the city going to meetings 
and such in every com¬ 
munity. Having had my 
day with the mayor - and 
having it well publicized - 
it is amazing the number 
of people who open up to 
me and say wnat they 
might not say to others 
Thus I hear a lot of the 
underlings that seem to be 
so wide-spread through¬ 
out the city.) 


But, for whatever 
reasons, to many, many 
people George is going to 
be a one-term mayor. 
That is why so many are 
jockeying for the mayor's 
spot so early. 

THE CAST FOR SCRIPT I

He pulls Bernard Orsi out 
jof a powerful position in 
City Hall to work for his 
sons shipping company 
And to decide which one 
of them should run for 
mayor and which one 
should mastermind the 
campaign. With Quentin 
fighting "the liberal" 
along comes Joe or 
Bernard, the labor and 
downtown candidate, to 
bring "experience" into 
the picture. 

THE CAST FOR SCRIPT II 

The above plan has no 
place for John Barba- 

f elata who missed out last 
ime. If he cind Quentin 
both run, they'll split the 
same vote. If John could 
take George on alone, he 
has a chance. But how 
can that be done? Well, 
we have a crime problem. 
So, John puts the blame 
on the liberals in office - 
the mayor, sheriff and the 
D.A. - according to John, 
these three are the real 
cause of crime. (The 
Supervisors - like Barba¬ 
gelata - who have been on 
the Board for several 
terms have done all that 
they could to prevent 
crime by understanding 
the problem and addres¬ 


sing themselves to it 
haven't they? But that is 
another story.) Jolm not 
only puts the blame of 
crime on the liberals but 
says that San Francisco 
cannot wait three more 
years for an election. So 
he calls for a special elec¬ 
tion to end their term this 
year, and calling for new 
elections this November. 
He co-ops Quentin. After 
all, if it is his football (I 
mean, idea) then doesn't 
he get the right to run 
gainst George? And 
George? Well, his ego 
will not allow him to pull 
a LBJ. He has to run to 
save face. 


But wait. Since the 
odds would favor John, 
due to the enemies that 
George has made, here 
comes fighting Joe Alioto 
or Bernard Orsi into the 
picture to save the day 
and offer himself as the 
healing entry.

1968! 

THE LOSSES 

We all lose. San Fran¬ 
cisco becomes even more 
divided. The lines be¬ 
tween the "ins" and the 
"outs" become deeper. 
The people - the ones who 
have suffered over the 
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Song Stylist Bruce Waugh Accompanied By Bruce Versen 
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past ten years - once 
again get the short end of 
the stick. Their hopes 
shattered, they walk away 
from it all. 

A SOLUTION 

There is a way out of 
the mess, and the Gay 
community could hold the 
key. But we MUST put 
aside our own differences 
- and there are many. Put 
aside all of our past loyal¬ 
ties. We should finally do 
what the other minorities 
have learned to do. Vote 
as a solid and out front 
bloc. To do so we must 
put aside those who have 
split us in the past for 
their own gains and re¬ 
wards. 

Let the Gay community 
say to the B 2 u:bagelata 
plan: it is not in the spirit 
of the Democratic way. 
It is a negative answer. It 
is as disruptive of the 
political process as the 
plans of the revolution¬ 
aries. It will set a daui- 
gerous precedent that will 
plague us. 

Next we put ourselves 
into the key position of 
NOT backing ANY Ccmdi- 
date for mayor until the 
race gets near the finish. 
We then vote - once, and 
only once in our lives 


not for our philosophical 
choice but tor the Gay 
Movement. We vote for 
the candidate who will do 
for the Gay community 
what others nave done for 
other communities; i.e. 
labor. Blacks, neighbor¬ 
hoods. What we seek is 
OUR FAIR SHARE AND 
NOT ACCEPT TOKEN¬ 
ISM. We make up some' 
10-20% of the population 
of the city. We should see 
about that percentage of 
upfront Gays on ALL city 
commissions and on the 
mayor's staff. We should 
demand our share of the 
city benefits. In short: 
no more but no less them 
any other group gets. 

THE CURTAIN 

If we leave it to the 
Gays that now tell us 
what is best for us, we 
will be split all over the 
place. We might once 
again get the short end of 
the stick. We might get 
some more tokenism 
These so-called leaders 
will get their personal 
gains cmd reweurds. Think 
about the script yourself. 
Don't let anyone who 
already has a personal 
stake in any of the cast of 
mayor candidates influ¬ 
ence you. We had that

The Gay Advisory Com¬ 
mittee, a sub-committee 
of the Sam Francisco 
Human Rights Commis¬ 
sion, has scheduled a 

S ublic hearing this Satur- 
ay, March 5, on the sub¬ 
ject of fire safety in Gay 
bars, baths ama other 
establishments. 

According to the GAC, 
the hearing came about 
due to the mamy fires in 
Gay establishments 

caused by aursonists or 
poor safety standards. A 
statement from the Com¬ 
mittee cited examples of 
such fires, ramging from 
1972's fires at both S.I.R. 
and M.C.C., to the recent 
three-alarrh blaze at the 
Ritch St. Health Club. 

The GAC warns that 
mamy Gay establishments 
"are inviting tragedy 
through damgerous over¬ 
crowding and a lack of 
fire exits, sprinkler sys¬ 
tems amd smoke detec¬ 
tors," citing such 
examples as the fires at 
Toad Hall amd the 
Pendulum. 

At the hearing, 
members of Gay Actions 
fire safety project are ex¬ 
pected to present their 
findings . regau-ding fire 
safety standards in 
several local Gay bars. 

The hearing will be held 
at the Eureka Valley 
Recreation Center, 18tn 
& Collingwood, from 
10 am until noon. Public 
participation is strongly 
encouraged.

Supervisors' hearing on 
crime. He characterized 
my activity that evening 
as a "shouting match with 
Bargagelata" amd a "bitch 
fignl with Kopp." 

I was most dismayed 
because Mr. Milk's por¬ 
trayal of the events were 
totally devoid of any amal- 
ysis revealing WHY what 
happened happened. 

I raised my voice when 
addressing Supervisor 
Barbagelata because I 
wished to prevent him 
from telling deliberate 
lies about the conduct of 
some of the Sheriff's 
Department employees 
and volimteers . . . and to 
get them on live tele¬ 
vision before I could rebut 
them. I recognized this as 
a totally dishonorable 
attempt to mislead the 
public through the media, 
and I determined to stop 
it by raising my voice and 
allowing tne public to 
hear my side before it was 
too late. 

With regard to Mr. 
Kopp, it was evident that 
the purpose of the hearing 
was to embarrass the 
Mayor, the Chief of 
Pplice, the District Attor¬ 
ney and the Sheriff. I 
determined that Mr. Kopp 
would not be allowed to 
play such gamg^ if I could 
help it. So, when Mr. 
Kopp began asking ques¬ 
tions attempting to con¬ 
vey the pious air that he 
was only in pursuit of 
some truth or Knowledge 
as if he did not know the 
answers to the questions 
he was asking, I deter¬ 
mined to show the people 
there that Mr. Kopp in 
fact already knew all of 
the answers to all of the 
questions he was asking. 
As this process ensued, 
Mr. Kopp complained that 
I didn't answer the ques¬ 
tions, and I complained 
that he already knew the 
answers. 

As the meeting unfold¬ 
ed, Mr. Kopp finally re¬ 
vealed that he in fact 


already knew the emswers 
to the questions and was 
just attempting to make 
rhetorical points in a 
manner of one late Joseph 
McCarthy. Later, when 
Quentin Kopp attempted 
to focus attention on the 
fact that some of the 
people doing volunteer 
worJk for the Sheriff's 
Department had not paid 
their traffic tickets on 
time, or that some of 
them had been arrested in 
times past for minor 
criminal offenses, I rose 
to the defense of my 
department. I was, in 
fact, angry that Mr. Kopp 
should disclose people's 
criminal records and that 
he should attempt to stig¬ 
matize those people. 

Yes, I was angry, but I 
would not refer to our 
exchange in the stereo¬ 
typical language of a 
"Ditch fight*^ because to 
do so would be to engage 
in ad hominem argument 
and to mask over the 
REAL issues behind the 
exchange, the issues that 
Harvey Milk totally failed 
to develop. 

Most of all. Milk failed 
to make this point: 
Quentin Kopp orchestra¬ 
ted the meeting to embar¬ 
rass the Sheriff, the Chief 
of Police, and tne District 
Attorney. But in the end, 
his plan blew up in his 
face, and he, indeed, was 
the one that was embar¬ 
rassed AS HE SHOULD 
HAVE BEEN! It was one 
of the bigger blunders of 
Quentin ICopp's political 
career, one more point 
Harvey Milk totally failed 
to make.

As I said, the pos¬ 
sible loss of Hongisto, 
although I think he would 
survive the proposed re¬ 
call vote, bothers me the 
most about this plan. 
Dick Hongisto is the best 
friend we have at City 
Hall, and by far the best 
elected official in the 
Coun^. Moscone says 
that Barbagelata is m 2 m- 
ipulating the government- 
au process for his own 
"petty political ambi¬ 
tions." "He is a loser. I'll 
let you draw your own 
conclusions on whether he 
takes his losses in good 
faith," Moscone said. 

In a rematch, I think 
Moscone could defeat any 
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candidate - at the 
moment, including Barba- 
gelata. However, I know 
of many who would give 
me an argument on that. 
Obviously^ Moscone is not 
as well liked as he was, 
but he too will survive. 
Barbagelata says he will 
"get out of politics" if his 
plan fails. That remains 
to be seen. The easiest 
thing to do is chcuige a 
politician's mind, 

especially when his 
friends tell him how much 
he is needed - ego usually 
wins out with politicians. 

Perhaps the only part of 
the Barbagelata plan that 
I like is reducing the life 
tenure of the CAO to six 
years. No appointive job 
should be for life, espe¬ 
cially when Roger Boas is 
holding the job. To con¬ 
clude, the Barbagelata 
plan should be taken for 
what it is - a scheme to 
rid the city of liberal, 

f irogressive leaders, only 
o De replaced by those 
with the ideology of 
Barbagelata - the same 
people who have for so 
long repressed our life¬ 
style. I truly hope it 
doesn't work.

ferent Parade routes and^ 
Fair sites. 

Parade chairs this year 
are Jodi Safier and Com¬ 
mittee founder Bill 
Beardemphl. I am some¬ 
what leery of Mr. 
Beardemphl, who attended 
few, if any, of last year's 
Committee meetings, but 
whose "emergency meet¬ 
ings" were responsible for 
at least two of those 
route and site changes. 
On the other hand, he nas 
the accumulated experi¬ 
ence of five previous 
Parades and Fairs, and his 
numerous contacts in City 
and County agencies make 
him a valuable asset. His 
conservatism is balanced 
nicely by Ms. Safier, who I 
had not Known before, but 
who has struck me as 
intelligent, sharp and 
quick to fight back when 
i^e's being snat upon. 

The Committee is pull¬ 
ing out all the stops to get 
input and involvement 
from the entire commu¬ 
nity, and representatives 
from every Gay group 
imaginable are being con¬ 
tacted to get their groups 
involved. So all v>;no 
wrote me agreeing with 
my disappointment with 
last years fiasco, please. 
Please, PLEASE GET 
INVOLVED! I'd hate to 
think that all those "right- 
ons" were just empty- 
headed jingoisms.

The most re¬ 
cent example of this bias 
surfaced Tuesday, 

Feb. 15, when the Board 
of Directors of the United 
Methodist Church of 
Berkeley voted 8 to 1 to 
deny space which is 
normally open to com¬ 
munity groups. 

The open Raps Collec¬ 
tive still exists, however, 
and is involved with vari¬ 
ous community projects 
(not the least ot them 
includes finding a meeting 
space). The Collective 
feels a local open forum 
to be vital for both indi¬ 
vidual and community 
growth.

T.S. Eliot at a literary 
lunch; "The most heinous 
crime a writer can com 
mit is dullness - all other 
vices result in lesser 
offenses." 

It is easy to rattle on 
about famous people, join¬ 
ing the chorus to hosanna 
their overly-attributed 
lives. One can grow rich 
and respected varnishing 
the extraordinary, the 
highly endowed. the 
notorious. Waxed talent 
and prowess stir up envy 
in a reader (an easy beast 
to provoke). So too. 
retailing the sins, defects, 
cuid tri^s of the less for¬ 
tunate can be rewarding. 
Trigger self-righteous¬ 
ness, contempt, snobbery, 
and one quickly finds a 
devoted audience. For 
the story teller, the con¬ 
summate enemy is bore¬ 
dom - to be avoided at all 
costs. A reader looking 
"up" or looking "down" is 
captivated, with the 
material feeding his low'- 
est appetites. 

The commonplace is 
risky subject matter. It 
can put one to sleep (a 
literary disaster) or it 
might; if endured to the 
last line, make the audi¬ 


ence feel too much like 
each other. Despite the 
ordinary" being a writer's 
bog, there comes a time 
to try one's luck. 

No matter which way 
one approached him, 
Carlos was VERY ordi¬ 
nary. What's worse, he 
knew it. Suffering over it 
and painfully trapped 
within it were his over¬ 
powering misfortunes. 

Little about Carlos was 
memorable, yet the 
memory of him continues 
to tantalize. Perhaps that 
alone is sufficient provo¬ 
cation for writer and 
reader: finding oneself 

disassembled by the 
unarmed. To be shaken by 
a man who packs neither 
punch nor pistol, suffering 
and shuffling his inno¬ 
cence through life. 

It is said that great 
people take more trom 
life than it has to offer, 
and that- failures take 
less. But how do we 
gauge those who move 
amongst us without hands. 
Without tools to gravSp, to 
punch, to drop. Without 
fingers . . , how and why 
has this man imprinted 
me. Will putting him into 
print free me or indebt 
me deeper. I sense it will 


be the latter - just as 
Carlos sensing I would 
write about him, denied 
me the broad strokes of 
his life. 

In rny head echo the 
final lines of "Tea and 
Sympathy" as the coach's 
wife unbuttons the boy's, 
trousers, "When you think' 
of me - and you will think 
of me - please be kind. . 
Kindness was with Carlos, 
and because of it I im¬ 
mediately suspected him. 
I portray him partly to 
atone for those doubts. I 
don't know if a portrait 
can be brushed solely with 
the monochrome of kind¬ 
ness. Without bite, with¬ 
out spice, without the 
pungent detail. Without 
hard-edged. lines or 
dynamic swirls how will 
2myone get the picture. 
But then, neither did I. 
What good is a muddied 
palette? Or will I end 
with what I began - an 
enmty canvas? 

Carlos held neither the 
power to hurt me, nor the 
arsenal to excite me. I 
doubt his vintage was 
either rare or intoxicat¬ 
ing. Yet he repeatedly 
disarmed me as when he 
said that second day, "I 
will soon begin to bore 


you ... as I have all the 
others." I was. The sub¬ 
ject came up again, and to 
counter my discomfort, I 
quickly parried, "How do 
you know that, Carlos?" 

It gets in the air," he 
replied. I remained silent. 
He was right because I 
began to smell it. The 
point made, he punctured 
the silence with a rich, 
rolling laugh. 

Carlos coasted into my 
life for three days. He 
had been in Sam Francisco 
for most of a month and 
was amxious to return to 
Los Angeles. I couldn't 
tell whether he was home¬ 
sick or truly believed 
Southern California was 
the best of all possible 
worlds as he repeatedly 
claimed.__

-^ ~ — no will, s/he is said to have died intestate. 

Despite the fact that a will is properly drawn, a 
relative who is upset because s/he was not included 
in the provisions of the will might attempt to have 
the court declare the will invand. Such a relative 
might offer proof of the decedent’s particular 
lifestyle in an attempt to show that s/he was not 
competent to make a will or that the will was not 
the decedent’s free and voluntary act but rather the 
product of the undue influence of another person. 
The rather remote possibility that someone might 
attempt to have a will declared invalid should not 
deter one from making a wilL However, one should 
discuss with a lawyer whether there are any special 
precautions that might be taken to avoid this 
problem. 

What is the purpose of a will? 

A will directs how the property (real and 
personed) of a decedent is to be distributed on death. 
A will affects only property the decedent owned at 
death. This includes property held in the name of 
the decedent alone or property in which the 
decedent had an interest as a tenant in common with 
another person(s). However, a will does not affect

What is probate? 

If a decedent owned property at the time of 
death, a probate may be necessary whether or not 
there is a will. A probate is a court supervised 
procedure wherein the property of the decedent is 
located and collected, creditors** claims paid and the 
decedent’s property distributed. If there is a will, 
the will determines who receives the property. If 
there is no will, the laws of intestate succession 
control the distribution of the property.

Gay College 
Jocks 

A recent series of 
newspaper articles report¬ 
ed that many professional 
football players are homo¬ 
sexual or oisexual. The 
resulting furor proinpted 
student athlete Briaui 
Garner and social psychol¬ 
ogy professor Ricnard W. 
Smith, both of California 
State University at North- 
ridge, to undertake an 
investigation of homo¬ 
sexuality among college 
athletes. They found the 
locker-room closet far 
more crowded than has 
been suspected. 

The researchers began 
their search to see if they 
could find any Gay ath¬ 
letes at all. In pilot inter¬ 
views with college 
athletes, they heard 
rumors of homosexual 
activity among the mem 
bers of a team at a large 
university. All the activ¬ 
ity reportedly went on in 
priyate, away from ath¬ 
letic facilities. They seti 
off to check out the 
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B.Q.

What is Non- 
Specific 

Urethritis (NSU) 

Not everything that 
drips is gonorrhea. In 
males, a discharge from 
the penis or painful urina-, 
tion can be caused by 
organisms or problems 
other than gonorrhea 
germs. Only a micro¬ 
scopic examination of the 
drip can determine 
whether its cause is 
gonorrhea or something 
else, although the dis¬ 
charge from NSU is 
usually thinner than that 
of gonorrhea. 

NSU may be caused by 
a variety of microorgan- 
ismsj by chemical or 
physical irritation of the 
urethral lining. Usually 
the precise cause is not 
determined, therefore the 
name "non-specific," or as 
it is sometimes called, 
"non-gonococal" ure¬ 
thritis. 

NSU will often disap¬ 
pear in severed weeks 
without treatment. 

Treatment with tetra¬ 
cyclines will usually be 
effective in providing a 
more prompt cure. 

Drinking alcohol and 
sexual activity should be 
avoided until the dis¬ 
charge has been cleared, 
as any irritation of the 
urethral lining will pro¬ 
long the healing process.

Trial Heats. The major 
problem with such re¬ 
search would be getting 
the athletes to emswer 
candidly. After a few 
interviews. Garner and 
Smith decided the best 
approach would be a short 
questionnaire. They en¬ 
listed one team member 
to distribute the forms, 
since some of the men 
seemed leery of discussing; 
such matters with out-l 
siders. The man were 
assured of total anonym-' 
ity for themselves, for 
their sport, and for their 
school, since some wor¬ 
ried about harming their 
teammates by su^ dis¬ 
closures. 

The researchers man¬ 
aged to track down cdl 35; 
of the athletes they had; 
collected rumors about, i 
Twenty-five were willing 
to fill out the question¬ 
naire. Sixty-four percent 
of these admitted mastur¬ 
bating with another male; 
60 percent had engaged in 
fellatio with emother man; 
20 percent had practiced 
sodomy. 

Questionnaires were 

then distributed to the 
remaining athletes on the 
team. Seventeen an¬ 
swered. Even among this 
group, about whom there 
had been no rumors, over 
40 percent had engaged in 
fellatio with emother male 
and over 17 percent had 
engaged in sodomy. A 
pilot study at another uni¬ 
versity yielded similar 
results. 

Larger Groups. Con¬ 


vinced that Gay athletes 
do at least exist, the re¬ 
searchers decided to stop 
checking up on rumors sind 
to attempt a meaningful 
sampling. They chose 
three large universities 
about which they had 
heard nothing and a sport 
that was NCAA approved. 
This time, the coach at 
each school gave out the 
questionnaires at the start 
of practice. The coach 
was told only that the 
questionnaires were part 
of a study on sexual atti 
tudes of athletes and was 
assured that neither the 
name of the school nor 
the sport would be re¬ 
vealed. Of the 111 ath¬ 
letes contacted, 82 
returned the anonymous 
questionnaires. 

At all three schools, the 
results were similar. 
Forty percent of the men 
had been involved in 
homosexual activities at 
least twice in the past 
two years. Using these 
data only (excluding those 
from the rumored ath¬ 
letes), the researchers 
made projections indicat¬ 
ing that between 26 and 
5C percent of all college 
athletes in this sport at 
universities in the western 
United States have en¬ 
gaged in Gay sex. Say the 
researchers: "Frankly, we 
were surprised." 

Popular Sport. To de¬ 
vise a most stringent test, 
the researchers elimi¬ 
nated items that might 
involve mutual masturba¬ 
tion, since such acts 
might not always be con¬ 
sidered homosexual in the 
strictest sense. They cdso 
counted all the ballots not 
returned as "no homosexu¬ 
ality" answers. Even 
then, the data indicated 
that between 15 percent 
and 36 percent of college 
athletes in this sport at 
universities in the West 
had experienced oral or 
anal intercourse at least 
twice during the last two 
years. Say the research¬ 
ers: "To be honest ... we 
were still somewhat sur¬ 
prised." 

Although questionnaires 
about sexual behavior can 
yield distorted results, the 
researchers argue that 
responses on certain items 
suggest that subjects 
weren't joking or lying. 

Using the most strin¬ 
gent criteria, only about 8 
percent of the athletes 
seemed exclusively homo¬ 
sexual. The others who 
admitted Gay activities 


hetero- 
iivities as well,

had engaged 
sexual activiti 
and, of course, the major¬ 
ity of the athletes were 
exclusively heterosexual, 
even on the rumored 
teams. But the research¬ 
ers contented themselves 
that no juggling of the 
data could remove the 
rates of homosexuality 
that are at least as high 
as those found in studies 
of the population at large. 

"It appears that there is 
a lot more Gay activity 
among college athletes 
than any of us had previ¬ 
ously thought," Garner 
Smith conclude.

What are 
Scabies? 


Scabies are tiny (you 
won't see them with the 
naked eye) insects which 
burrow under the skin and 
cause sporadic itching, 
which usually gets worse 
at night.

The Dave Kopay Story

The American jock 
stands defiantly in the 
center of a cultural moat 
surrounded by all the new¬ 
ly emerging trends that 
favor a loosening up of 
masculine armor. Foot¬ 
ball has always been con¬ 
sidered the last frontier 
of the super butch male. 
Dave Kopay. who has 
played with the San Fran¬ 
cisco 49'ers, the Detroit 
Lions, the Washington 
Redskins, and other top 
teams, confronts this rigid 
pattern of steel-hard 
values. His sidekick in 
the attack is Perry Deane 
Young, another acknowl 
edged G^. 

The Catholic Church 
receives the sting of 
Kopay’s attack along with 
the football fans. Dave 
experienced some time in 

a Catholic seminary amd 
also spent hours arguing 
with his devout parents 
and older brother, who 
claims he lost a coaching 
job because Kopay came 
out of the closet. The 
unbending Church drove 
him away from his family 
and into the uncertainty 
of forced heterosexuality. 
His marriage to a stew¬ 
ardess spiled disaster, 
and attempts to cure his 
homosexuality through 
hypnosis only underlined 
the dilemma of trying to 
work against the grain. 

Previous books such as 
Dave Meggyesy's "Out of 
Their League"^ and Jim 
Bouton's "Ball Four" paved 
the w^ for "The Dave 
Kopay Story." They more 
than hinted that homo¬ 
eroticism was not un¬ 
known in the locker room. 
The 1973 novel "North 
Dallas Forty," for exam¬ 
ple, contained a daring 
nude wrestling scene. 

Football jocks are pos¬ 


sessed by an overwhelm 
ii^ fear of physical 
affection between males. 
Perry Young tells us that, 
"Homosexuality in this 
setting is considered such 
a taboo the coaches and 
players not only feel free 
but obligated to joke 
about it. Cocksucker be 
comes the ultimate insult. 
On one level they would 
insist on the complete 
absence of homosexuality 
among them. On another, 
they confirm its presence 
- in their minds, at least - 
by the endless banter and 
jokes about it." 

Kopay elaborates, "This 
: fear of physical love kept 
me from a healthy life for 
a long time. It's also the 
reason, I think, that FEW 
REAL FRIENDSHIPS 
DEVELOP AMONG 

FOOTBALL PLAYERS." 

But the ultimate display 
of male insensitivity can 
be found in Coach Bear 
Bryant who declares to his 
players, "I don't like you 
and you don't like me, 
'cause liking leads to 
lovin' and lovin' leads to 
fuckin' and don't you fuck 
the Bear." 

Now Kopay has blown 
the whistle on the system. 
Of the many Gay titles 
that will appear this year, 
the Kopay saga will prob¬ 
ably receive maximum 
attention. A certain 
homophobia can already 
be seen at work. The 
women's press seems to 
take notice of the book 
while the conventional 
sports establishment is 
attempting to ignore the 
whole issue. "Cosmo¬ 
politan" will soon feature 
an excerpt and the Women 
Today Book Club will 
offer the Kopay biography 
to their members. The 
silence from "^orts Illus¬ 
trated" is deafening. At

The style of Kopay and 
Young is somewhat un¬ 
even since they alternate 
in telling the storv. The 
technique of including 
pages and pages of sports 
_ news releases in the nar- 
" rative is also disruptive. 
It adds nothing. But the 
reader will soon bypass 
these defects as " the 
drama of the conflict un¬ 
folds. 

Other observers are 
bound to support Kopay's 
story. For he contends 
that sexual unions do take 
place between the play¬ 
ers. Recently "Human 
Behavior" (January 1977^ 
featured a research arti¬ 
cle, 'Gay Jocks," which 
confirms what Kopay tells 
us. A social psychologist, 
Richard Smith of Cali-

The resulti^ shock 
waves from "The Dave 
Kopay Story" are only 
beginning to be felt.

The 100th Birthday of 
Alice B. Toklas

March 7 will mark ten 
y^ears since Alice B. 
Toklas became a Roman 
Catholic convert and 
passed on. When her 
heart stopped in a Paris 
apartment, she was taken 
one block to a parish 
church and then placed in 
the opened vault of 
Gertrudfe Stein, who had 
died 20 years earlier. 
There were a dozen 
mourners, each dropning a 


flower into the vault*. The 
grave was closed, blanket¬ 
ed by blossoms, and the 
minister said, "Ladies and 
gentlemen. It is over." 
Alice, at age 90, had re¬ 
joined Gertrude. 

Worldwide attention 
had been drawn to 
Gertrude Stein during the 
38 years that they were 
"companions." Stein was 
internationally known as a 
friend and confidant to

literary and artistic giants 
such as F. Scott Fitz- 

g erald, Pablo Picasso and 
rnest Hemingway. It 
was Stein who wrote short 
stories about her friends 
and acquaintances that 
became very "chichi" to 
read in the 1930’s. It is 
Stein who wrote plays and 
books that had a very 
limited audience. Neither 
Stein nor Toklas had 
money. They lived largely 
from 2 m income furnisned 
by Gertrude's eldest 
brother. Alice was the 
"secretary and com¬ 
panion" to Gertrude Stein 
- but in reality she was 
much more than that. 

Alice B. Toklas was a 
San Francisccm whose 
great-grandfather settled 
in California before it be¬ 
came a state in 1850. Her 
family owned land amd she 
attended private schools, 
studied piano, played in 
concerts, and graduated 
from the University of 
Washington in music. 

At 30, Alice toured 
Europe with her friend 
Harriet Levy and ended up 
in Paris. On a series of 

visits with friends she 
somehow met Gertrude 
Stein. Almost immedi¬ 
ately, Alice became a 
resident of the Stein 
household and Levy re¬ 
turned to California 
alone. 

Alice had developed a 
real talent for cooking 
and spent many hours in 
the kitchen exploring 

cookbooks. She compiled 
hundreds - maybe tnou- 
sands - of recipes. Alice 
was also the "hostess" to 
Gertrude's many friends, 
dusted the original 

Cezanne and Matisse and 
Picasso oils, and acted as 
literary agent for 
Gertrude - whose only 
financially successful 
book was "The Auto¬ 
biography of Alice B. 

TolHas." 



Gertrude would call 
Alice in from the kitchen 
amd say, "Listen to THIS," 
having a guest repeat a 
particularly choice bit of 
gossip. Any guest in this 
apartment l^ew that 
Alice was fully a member 
of the householcL and 
Alice's "letters" ("Staying 
on Alone," a pocketbook. 
Vintage Press, $2.95) 
reveal that the 'com- 

f anion" had very strong 
eelings about everyone. 
It was a fact that the 

f uests did not get too 
amiliar with Gertrude 
unless Alice thought that 
they were worthy. (Hem ¬ 
ingway did not liKe Alice, 
cmd wrote of the two of 
them as Miss Stein "and a 
companion.") 

Nowhere in the biogra¬ 
phies can one find a clear 
statement that Alice and 
Gertrude were "lovers," 
although many assumed 
they were. In Lesbian 
stereotyping it could be 
said that Gertrude was 
the "butch" with her 
"male" attire and unortho¬ 
dox equal standing with 
men she met. Alice was 
considered "pensive" by 
some and "delicate" by 
others. But everyone 
seemed to agree that 
Alice maintained her own 
personhood while protect¬ 
ing Gertrude from her 
admirers - but encourag¬ 
ing those who she thought 
were interesting. 

For 20 years after 
Stein's death in 1946, 
Alice lived alon^ resigned 
to g^et all of Gertrude's 
unpublished mamuscripts 
into print. Short of cash, 
she sold original Picasso 
drawings at less thaui their 
worth. She stayed in 
touch with her friends, 
who would visit her Paris 
apartment. Alice enjoyed 
her white poodle which 
she groomed, and her one 
"good" meal a day. She 
kept up an extensive cor¬ 
respondence with those 
who had known Gertrude 
and her in the earlier 
years. All of this was not 
easy, for her eyesight had 
almost totally tailed. 

Toward the end, Alice 
still had considerable 
spirit. When a friend sug¬ 
gested that she "wouldivt 
nke Picasso's new paint¬ 
ings," she shot back, 
"Yl)U may not like them, 
but you cannot say that 1 
would not like them. I'll 
see them for myself." 
Although she had been a 
Parisicm for most of her 
life, she still considered 
herself a Californian and 
• would flavor her English 
with phrases like, ^ou 
bet!" 

The more one reads 
about Alice, the firmer is 
the conviction that 
Gertrude Stein relied upon 
her for emotional equi¬ 
librium, which released 
her own creativity.

What are the laws of intestate succession? 

If the decedent left property but no will, the 
law in effect writes a will by prescribing the 
person(s) who will receive the property. The laws of 
intestate succession first protect the spouse and/or 
children of the decedent and thereafter protect the 
other blood relatives. 

What are the methods of co-ownership of property? 

There are two basic types of co-ownership of 
property. One should discuss with his lawyer the 
applicability of each method to real and personal 
property as well as other methods of property 
ownership that may better fit one's estate planning 
needs. 

Joint Tenants with Right of Survivorship: On 
the death of one of the co-owners, the property 
passes automatically to the surviving owner. This 
property is not affected by the terms of a will, by 
ihe intestate succession laws or by probate. 

Tenants in Common: Property can be held by 
two or more persons as tenants in common but there 
is no right of survivorship in any of the surviving co¬ 
owners. On the death of one of them, her/his 
interest in the property becomes an asset of the 
decedent's estate to be distributed in accordance 
with a will, or if there is no will, in accordance with 
the laws of intestate succession. 


Inheritance, gift and income taxes. 

These taxes are of concern and importance in 
the estate planning process, particularly state inher¬ 
itance taxes since they are extremely Tiigh for non¬ 
relatives.

relatives, the loss of property, and perhaps even 
financial disaster. But no estate plan is necessarily 
complete with just the preparation of a will. 
Considerable attention must be given to co-owner¬ 
ship of property and of course to the ever-present 
tax considerations. Protect a lifemate by consulting 
a lawyer about an estate plan which will provide for 
the protection of mutual property interests.
